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and none others: And if you pleafe to look into An. 17. Car. Ie 
Times within the Ken of Memory, or fomewhat 164% 
beyond it, Linwoad’s Conflitutions, what Parlia- 

ments confirmed the Injunétions of Queen Eli- 

zabeth? The Canons of King Fames were never 

tendered to the Parliament for Confirmation, and 

yet have fo far obtained hitherto, that the Govern- 

ment of the Church was by them fill regulated. 

Compare, I-beleech you, thofe of King James 

with the prefent; your Lordthips fhall find them 

many, peremptory, re(olute, ftanding upon their 
own Grounds, in Points much harder of Bigeftion 
than thefe, which are but few, and only Seconds 
to former Conftitutions. If therefore, in this, we 
have erred, furely the whole Chriftian Church of 
all Places and Times hath err’d with us; either, 
therefore, we fhall have too good Company in the 
Cenfure, or elfe we fhall be excus’d, 

Fourthly, « Give me Leave to urge the Autho- 
rity of thefe Canons; in which regard, if I might, 
without Offence, fpeak it, I might fay, That the. 
Complainants “have not (under Correttion) laid a 
right Ground of their Accufation. They fay we 
have made Canons and Conftitutions. Alas! my 
Lords, we have made none; we neither did nor 
could make Canons, more than they can make 
Laws ; the Canonsare fo to the Church, as Laws 
are for the Common-Wealth. Now, they do but 
rogare Legem; they do not ferre or fancire Legems 
that is only for the King todo: It is le Roy le veult, 
that of Bills makes Laws. So was it for us to doin 
Matter of Canons; we might propound fome fuch 
Conttitutions as we fhould think might be ufeful 5 
but when we have done, we fend them to his Ma- 
jefly, who, peruling them, cum dvifamento Confilit 
Jui, and approving them, puts Life into them; and, 
‘of dead Propofitions, makes them Canons: As 
therefore the Laws are the King’s Laws, and not 
ours, fo are the Canons the King’s Canons, and 
not the Clergy’s.

They come indeed, once aY ear, to receive the Rents 
and Profits of the faid Lands; but do not diftribute 
unto the Poor and Needy their Portion ; negleét- 
ing altogether the Mending of the Highways and 
Bridges, and do not keep any common Table at all 5 
and, inftead of preaching the Word of God them- 
felves, in Seafn and out of Seafin ; they ate, and 
have been, the chief Inftruments to hinder the fame 
in others. 

«Infinite are the Preffures that many Cities, 
near unto Deans and Chapters, have endured by 
them and their Procurement. And whereasit was 
objected by another learned Gentleman of the 
Jong Robe, That the Deans and Chaptersare a Body 
Corporate 3 and that they have as much Right un- 
to their Lay Poffefions as any other Body Politic, 
or any City or Town Corporate: I am of his O- 
pinion, fuch Lands and Poffeffions (if they have 
any) which they bought themfelves in Right of

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Every Day tothe Houfe, before the Houfe put the An 
‘Queftion for the Concurrence in the Votes, he 
always enlarged himfelf againft every one of them, 
and fo fpent them much Time 3 when they were 
in the Heat and Paffion of the Debate, they often- 
times were entangled in their Queftions 3 fo that 
when he reported to the Houfe the Work of the . 
Day, he did frequently report two or three Votes 
direétly contrary to each other; which, in the Heat 
of their Debate, they had, unawares, run into. 
And after near twenty Days fpent in that Manner,
